STHE WHISKY OF DISTINCTIONs | 


For the first time since the 
tragedy of the Spanish eivil 
war burst on a startled and 
uneasy Europe there are signs 
that common sense is coming 
into its own again. Germany 
and Italy have at last com- 
municated their . anxiously 
awaited replies to the British 
Government's Note on non-;
